ins. Thencu I went to Lanu Seminary, 
near Cincinnati, and preached in small 
places. tt'bon, m 1S37,1 was ready to 
leave- the seminary, I went over to Oov- 
ingtou, Ky., and preached iu tho Presby- 
terian church for several Sundays, and 
expected to fovtu n church tber* and 
remain, but a cull from Lawrenceburg, 
Tudiauo, was made, and I was soon set- 
tled there for two yenrs and over, thence 
to Indi.innpoiia for ei.^ht years, nud Oc- 
tober, 1818,1 nemo to Brooklyn, I have 
been preaching over fifty years.

CAPTAIN EADS. 


Captain James B, Ends, the .famous 


engineer nnd bridge builder is dead, his 
death taking place at Nassau, Bahama 
islands on the 8th instant, wnithor ho 
had gone for his health. 
His life had 


been one of tbo most active of our public 
mea, and he ^accomplished wonderful 
things for a man who had tuoh a humble 
beginning. 


Hero are some lesaona of his remark- 


able lite: -'Before he was 12 years ot ago 
he :oEstructed a miniature engine which 
was worked by steam, his only knowledge 
having beon obtained from au engineer 
on an Ohio nver steamboat. 
When ho 


was ten years ofd he liad a smnll work- 
shop, where ho made models of various 
engines 
and electrical machines, and 


where bo devoted himself to mastering 
tho mechanism of tho clock. At the age 
of 13, reverses having overtaken the 
family, he was compelled to work for his 
own support. 
Ho landed on tho levee at 


St. Louis a barefoot lad in 1803 at the 
very spot on which rests the abutment of 
tbe great steel bridge which ho designed 
and 
built. 
In 
1S39 
he 
became 


a freight clerk on a river r.teamboat, 
and 
acquired 
an intimate knowl- 


edge ot the river. In 1S42 bo constructed 
a diving-bell boat to rescue the cargoes 
of Bunkon steamboats, and then a larger 
machine for pumping out wrecks ana 
raising them—a dovice that a company 
was organized to operate and which was 
highly successful. 
Then in 18-15. he 


went into tho manufacture ot glassware, 
in which enterprise he lost all ho bad and 
become involved in a debt ot 520,000' 
He borrowed 81,200 and went back to tbo 
raising of steamboats and in ten years h° 
was worth half a million." 


What Captain Eada did for the Union 


in war times, may bo soon from tho fol- 
lowing pieoe ot history: "Thusone indi 
viduftl put Into construction and pu&lied 
to completion within a hundred days a 
powerful squadron of eight steamboats 
aggregating 0,000 tons, capable of steam- 
ing at nine knote per hour, large, heavily 
armed, fnlly equipped, and all ready for 
their armament of 107 large guos. The 
''act that SUCQ a work was done :s nobler 
praiso than any that can bo bestowed by 
words." His work on the St. Louie 
bridge and at tbe mouth of tho river has 
received the praiso of engineers the world 
over. The largest of all L:o contempla- 
tions was tbe ship railway across the 
sthmns at Tehuautepec.

In 
the eutire state, sending ten represcnta" 
tives to the house of representatives, the 
oppssition to the democratic party at the 
last election, including republicans and 
independents of all descriptions, was 
credited with casting only !>,C83 votes, an 
averago of less than ?00 votes for.eaoh 
district.

would bo in tho majority; but if in a 
hopeless minority, that would offer no 
reasonable explanation.

times tho vote oast by the republicans in 
the ten districts of Georgia. In the 
Sixth district of Maine, whioh is hope- 
leash" republican, and the dexocrats pro- 
fesain™ no chance of carrying 4ho elate 
they polled 13,G6G votes at the last eleo-' 
tion, or nearly seven times the eutire 
republican vote in the ten districts of 
Georgia.
